Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 46, 47, 52, 56, 58, 59, 61, 62, 64, 65, 67, 68, 70, 71, 73, 74, 76 thru 78, 81, 83, 85, 
86, 88 thru 90, 92, 93, 95, 96, 98 thru 100, 102, 103, 105, 106, 108, 119, 120, 122, 123, 125, 126, 
128, 129, and 139 thru 166 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest 
at least a semiconductor device comprising: a passivation film comprising a silicon nitride over 
the first conductive layer; a color filter formed over the passivation film, wherein a first opening 
is formed in the color filter; an insulating film formed over the color filter, wherein a second 
opening is formed in the insulating film, and a pixel electrode formed over the insulating film 
and electrically connected to the first conductive layer through the first and second openings, and 
wherein the pixel electrode is in contact with a portion of the color filter in the first opening. 

Regarding claims 52, 59, and all depending claims, the references of record, either 
singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least a semiconductor device comprising: 
a passivation film formed over the first conductive layer, a color filter formed over the 
passivation film, wherein a first opening is formed in the color filter; an insulating film formed 
over the color filter, wherein a second opening is formed in the insulating film, and a pixel 
electrode formed over the insulating film and electrically connected to the first conductive layer 
through the first and second openings, wherein the passivation film is interposed between the 
first conductive layer and the color filter so that the first conductive layer is not in contact with 
the color filter, and wherein the pixel electrode is in contact with a portion of the color filter in 
the first opening. 
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Regarding claims 61, and all depending claims, the references of record, either singularly 
or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least a semiconductor device comprising: 
a passivation film formed over the first conductive layer, a color filter formed over the 
passivation film, wherein a first opening is formed in the color filter; an insulating film formed 
over the color filter, wherein a second opening is formed in the insulating film, and a pixel 
electrode formed over the insulating film and electrically connected to the first conductive layer 
through the first and second openings, wherein the pixel electrode is in contact with a portion of 
the color filter in the first opening.
